Security Council on Tuesday voted ‘ 
unanimously to establish' a 1 , 440-member 
peacekeeping force to monitor the Iraq- 
Kuwait border qnd the withdrawal of allied 
forces from southern Iraq. 

The 15-member council delayed its 
formal declaration of a cease-fire in the war 
until Iraq delivers a report Of its National 
Assembly's acceptance of the onerous 
U.N. te r ms -for n permanent ccasc-Fire. A- 
formal end to the war was expected to be 
announced Wednesday. • - 

. -Under the permanent cease-fire' 
-resolution, adopted by the council last 
Wednesday, Iraq must scrap its weapons of 
mass destruction nnd pay heavy war 
reporotions. Iraq sent n 23-page letter 
accepting the resolution Saturday. 

The composition of the peacekeeping ' 
force has not been announced by the 
secretary-general,- but it is expected to 
include U.S.,. British, Chinese, French and 
Soviet military officers as observers. " 

. The deployment date was not set, but it 
is expected to be soon. The force is 
expected to cost $123 million in. the first 
year. It will be financed with voluntary 
contributions. 

The force will patrol a demilitarized zone 
six miles into Iraq and 3H miles into 
Kuwait

The head- 
quarters building will be tom down 
to' facilitate cleanup of the contami- 
nated soil. 

The hazard ravolvcdls nfdon7Thc~ 
U.S. Department of Energy says 
small amounts of radon emitted from 
the soil may present a long-term 
health hazard. Radon is a colorless, 
odorless, tasteless radioactive gas 
formed through the radioactive de- 
cay of radium, an element found in 
uranium ore. 

Radon can form particles that can 
attach themselves to smoke nnd dust 
particles and lodge in the lungs of 
humans. 

The agency said its Warm Springs 
site was headquarters for a uranium 


processing operation in the late 
1960s. Some of the ore from a mirtb 
at Lowman was processed at the 
Boise site. Spillage from that opera- 
tion contaminated Ihc soil, 

— Thc-Departmcnt-ofiEncrgy-hns. di- 
rected a cleanup of the Lowman site, 
and as part of thc clconup, contami- 
nated soil at Boise* must be removed. 

Information director Rick Just said . 
tests have shown low levels of radon 
gas at most of the headquarters site, 
but much of the contaminated soil is 
under t he existing building. 

“"The buildings go, and so do we. •' 
The structures will be torn down, 
and the contaminated soil will be 
stripped off and hauled back to the 
mine at Lowman,” Just said. 

Once the site is decontaminated, it 
will be sold. The agency will use 
temporary facilities for the next two . 
years.

Despite perceptions, Idaho 


Think Idaho’s energy future is. se- 
cured by the tumbling waters of the 
SnukcRi ver that have allowed Ida- 
hoans to enjoy cheap electricity all 
these years? 

Think again. 

A new report from Idaho Power 
says more than 6K percent of the elec- 
tricity generated by the utijity in 1 990 
-camo-from iU-plants outside-Idaho. 


And those ore coal-fiiyd plants, the 
kind that don't depend on the snow- 
pack in the Wyoming Rockies. They 
arc licensed by other states' public 
utilities commissions, partly owned 
by. out-of-state -utilities, run on Utah, 
Montana and Wyoming coal and ab- 
solutely outside the control of Idaho 
regulators, ratepayers, and. irrigators. 

That sobering fact should moke Ida- 
hoans think long and hard about the 
decisions they make in the next few’ 
years. 

Idaho has been a net importer of en- 
ergy for years, but that’s not the pub- 
lic perception. Most Idahoans still be- 
lieve wc still have power to bum. 

In the fifth year of a drought that 
shows no' signs of lifting, that’s dan- 
gerous. , 

In 1985-86, the last good water year 
in-Idaho, 6-million acre-fcct of water 
flowed into Brownlee Reservoir of 
the Snake River, the key storage facil- 
ity in Idaho Power’s hydroelectric 
systcmrbetwccn“April through July. 
Last year, the volume . was 2.85 mil- 
lion and projections for this year are 
2.2 million. 

Reservoirs above Brownlee are 56 
percent Ml, while the normal for this 
time of year is 70 percent. 

That leaves the utility with a huge 
electricity deficit, which Will be made 
up' by the smokestacks in the high 


. deserts of. Oregon, "Nevada and 1 
Wyoming. 

Those three plants - Boardman, 
Valmy nnd Jim Bridget - accounted 
for 5.9 million megawatt hours, or 49 
percent of Idaho Power’s generation 
last year. In a normal year, almost 
two-thirds of the power would have 
come from the utility’s Snake Rivcr- 
_hydro plants. 

But even in years with normal water 
conditions, more than half of Idaho 
Power’s electrically is generated out- . 
side the state since two of the compa- 
ny’s three largest hydro facilities. 
Oxbow and Hells Canyon dams, are 
in Oregon. 

The hard truth is that even if (he 
rains resume tomorrow, Idaho’s ener- 
gy future is outside tbe control of Ida- 
hoans. - 

Wc need to take it back. * 

The- best and cheapest way is 
through conservation, and that.will re- 
quire more than lip-service from the 
state and Idaho Power. ^Wc/lccd real- 
istic incentives to conserve cfcctricity, 
more energy-efficient building stan- 
dards and a fresh look at alternatives 
that can generate cheap energy in 
ubundancc in Idaho, such as solar and 
wind energy. 

•More importantly, wc have' to stop 
making the same assumptions about 
the future that wc have made about 

the past. • 

The cost, and potentially the scarci- 
ty,’ of' electricity should be a- majqr 
part of our planning for the future.

In 1 986, McClure Engineering and 
Jensen, Rotzlaffand Unrou (JRU), Archi- 
tects, were rctoined to perform un energy 
audit on the gym. 

Several conservation measures were iden- 
tified with paybacks of less than 10 years 
nnd therefore qualified for matching funding 
under the DOE 1CP conservation program. 

'Uponrcccipt of a grant, McClunf Engi-" 
nccring nnd JRU. Architects were retained 
to prepare construction documents. 

JRU designed window.and vestibule 
modificotions,-whilc McClure Engineering 
prepared drawings ond specifications for ’>» 
qctling and fight measures. 

The project wa's bid and Hobco Construe? 
tion won the contract for the architectural 
modifications' 

The work Hobco accomplished with their 
own personnel was completed without prob-

The ceiling insulation was applied by an 
insulation subcontractor and did not proceed 
So smoothly. The spray-on cellulose insulu- 
tidn, similar to that present in theCSIgym 
and the JSU Holt Arena, is subject to sepa- 
ration if proper bonding is noT achieved. 
Arrangements were made to have an in- * 
spector on the siie.wiicn the material Was " 
applied. However, the subcontractor. failed 


to show up on the day scheduled; but then 
went to work without notificc several days 
Inter. 

Subsequently, several patches of.insular._- 

tion have fallen to the floor. Initially those 
areas were repaired with’thc hope that the 
problem was limited. 

As additional segments fell, it became 
clear that more extensive corrective mea- 
sures were required. 

The insulation subcontractor has indicated 
he is unwilling to perform the required 
work. 

- Hobco has elected to pursue corrective ' 
measures with their own personnel. Mc- 
Clure Engineering is working with Hobco to 
determine what solution is appropriate. That 
information will be provided to the school 
board in their April meeting. 

Those who have been in the construction 
business realize the frustration of having a 
subcontractor fail to perform.

EPA worried mine flooding could contaminate drinking water 


1 COEUR d’ALENE (AP) — Fed- 
eral environmental officials arc con- 
cerned that hazardous materials at 
the Bunker Hill Mine could contam- 
inate drinking water if flooding of 
the mine is allowed' by its cash- 
jipcd owners. 

“Our concern is that the company 
is not working quickly at getting out 
the hazardous material as it is get- 
ting out the equipment of value," 
Nick Cato., an Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency project mondger, 
said Monday. "Wc’rc trying to get 
that (contaminated) ' stuff out of 


there before they abandon the 
mine." 

Old electric transformers that may. 
contain hazardous materials, such as 
polychlorinated biphenyls, or PCBs. 
remain in the mine near Kellogg and 
could leak if the mine floods. 

Bunker Hill Mining Co. officiols 
say the company is working to safe- 
ly remove such materials. 

Tlic company has filed for protec- 
tion from creditors under Chapter 
1 1 of the federal bankruptcy laws, 
and is removing equipment from the 
mine so creditors can sell it. • 


Bunker Hill’s financial difficul- 
ties arc prompting the concern ubout 
flooding. 

Round-the-clock pumping is re- 
quired to prevent flooding of the 
mine by water from area springs und 
groundwater. 

.But Bunker Hill soon may not be 
able to pay to for power needed to 
operate the pumps. Money set aside 
for electricity by the bankruptcy 
court will run out sometime this 
month.

Despite its jack of cash, the com- 
pany is wording to make sure all 
hazardous materials arc removed 
from the .mine. Bunker Hill presi- 
dent Alan Richardson said. 

Bunker Hill is working to make 
sure all hazardous materials are 
removed safely from the mine be- 
fore flooding begins. Richardson 
said. 

"The company is .doing every- 
thing it can to protect the environ- 


menu" Richardson said. “Every- 
thing is very much on track and I’m 
delighted with the progress." 

Less delighted is the EPA. which 
threatened Monday to ask past own- 
ers of the-, mine to pay for trans- 
former removal should Bunker Hill 
Mining ccnsc to exist. 

"Right now. the mining company 
is liable because it is the one with 
possession of the mine." EPA attor- 
ney Allan Bakulian said from Seat- 
tle. "But if they cun’t do the work, 
wc may look to one of these other 
companies." 


Board may create chancellor office 


BOISE (AP) — In a move sure 
to spark stifT opposition from the 
schools, the stole Board of Educa- 
tion is cTlmdcring a proposal to 
elevate its 'executive- director— to_ 
chancellor with direct authority 
over the university and college 
presidents. 

"Wc’rc considering this propos- 
al as a way '.to free up the board’s 
energy to focus on “major issues 
and forge a vision for the future of 
education in 'Idaho," Board Presi- 
dent Gary Fay of Twin Falls soid 
Tuesday after higher education of- 
ficials-wcre-ii\fonned-of- the.plan_. 
proposed by B'pard member Keith 
Hinckley of Blnckfoot. 

"Wo’re not looking to create a 
new layer of administration,” Fny 
said in a statement. . 


The board’s executive director 
is Rayburn Barton. 

Although similar proposals have 
run into criticism In the past. Fay 
-pointed-out. in an April 5 memo-, 
randum that of the four studies of 
higher education conducted in the 
post decade three “recommended 
the board place a strong chief ex- 
ecutive at the helm of the higher 
education system." 

Currently, the presidents of the 
three universities and Lewis-Clark 
State College report directly to the 
board. Under Hinckley's plan, 
solidly— endorsed— by_ Fay. . they 
would report to the new chancel- 
lor, who would handle day-to-day 
operations of the system including 
relatively routine management de- 
cisions. The chancellor would also 


make recommendations to the 
board on compensation, campus 
master plnns and the missions of 
the individual schools und oversee 
_thc.board’s legislative program. . 

Fay urged board members to 
adopt the proposal at their meeting 
next week in Cocur d'Alene. 

“In recent years, wc moved 
steadily toward a more unified 
system of higher education," Fay 
said in the memorandum. “A 
chancellor will hnve the ability to 
take that unification further, bal- 
ancing regional concerns to 'best 
meet the needs of the entire state.” 

"A, chancellor will also be able 
to take on a high profile and more 
effectively articulate the statewide 
vision established by the board." 
Fay said.

family's real estate business. 

The corporation bought her stock 
for SI. 5 million in August 1983, just 
17 months before it was announced 
that the new Denver International 
Airport would be built on (lie site., 

Van Schuack-Dunklcc’s attorney 
portrayed her us u victim of. family 
jealousy that grew so intense that 
both her former husband’s mother 
und son tried to contest Van 
Schaack "s will to gain access to his 
money. 

The fumily corporation’s principal 
asset was half-ownership of. more 
titan 15,000 acres-known as the Box- 
Elder Furm, a collection of small 
ranches bought during the Depres- 
sion. The land, northeast of Denver, 


was half-owned by another of Den- 
ver’s richest families, the Fulen- 
widers. 

The Van Schaacks arid Fulcn- 
widers sold the land 1o the city for 
S52 million in 1988. 

Van 'Schaack-Dunklce charged 
that the corporation had inside 
knowledge about the airport site and 
failed to disclose other important 
facts that would affect the shares’ 
worth, such as plans for a'proposcd 
freeway through the area.

'“Although'! nm nor an expcrroirin-" 
ter-spccics transplants, as a physician 
who has some knowledge of human- 
to-human transplants, I believe the 
chances for success are far greater in 
twins or siblings. Even the chimp 
would be better served if it were to 
receive a donor kidney from another 
chimp - and preferably a blood rela- 
tive. Quite frankly, I am at a loss to 
understand why there arc ANY trans- 
plants from human to animals at all!

On the other hand, census data shows the average 
age in this country is rising, he told an audience in 
New Orleans for the American Society on Aging’s 
convention. 

"The big opportunity is in the 45-lo 50-plus mar- 
ket. Not the youth market,” said Yulish, whose 
clients include American Express, Metropolitan Life, 
Hyatt, and Hiilhaycn, b developer of retirement 
housing. 

. — But corporations tend to move that “plus" out of 
their work force, he said. "There's a lot of pressure 
in companies to retire them out ... replaced by young 

• eager beavers at half the pay.” .

Trees - and shrubs in containers or 
wrapped in burlap can also be planted ear- 
ly.

Perennial flowers cun be started either, 
from plants or seeds. Perennial plants al- 
ready growing in containers will usually 
bloom the first season.

started from seed wiU'not bloom until the 
second year. Perennials arc more cold tol- 
erant than annuals and both seeds and 
plants can be planted outside earlier. 

Tills is also a good time to divide or 
move summer or fall blooming perennials.
